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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument is respectfully not persuassive. 
Applicant (page 8) argued that neither the reference nor the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art provide any 
suggestion or motivation to combine. Examiner respectfully disagrees, as indicated in the final rejection, Wang shows a ring device that 
includes the sensor (16) for positioning the pointer. Wang shows a plurality of sensors but the sensors are not all used to position the 
pointer on the display. Liao is cited to show multiple sensors located on a circle and used to position the pointer on the display. 
Exxaminer belives that, if the plurality of sensors taught by Liao replace the sensor (16) of Wang, then the combination of the two 
references fairly reads on the claimed limitations. The motivation is simple, and would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
becaue replacing one sensor (16) with multiple sensors, would make it easy on the user to position the pointer because the sensors are 
located all around the circle. Applicant (bottom of page 8) argued that Wang never mentions a deficiency in cursor movement. Examiner 
submits that the motivation or the suggestion does not have to be included in the reference, but rather the knowledge generally available 
to one of ordinary skill in the art by reading the reference. The movement of Liao's pointing device in any direction will result in detecting 
the movement by one or more of these sensors, and therefore, increasing the accurcy, by for example detecting the movement in 
noth/east direction etc. Therefore, the examiner believes that the combination of the two references fairly reads on the claimed 
limitations. 
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
